Borne persons think that 
concealment is its m otive; others thai 
Hie boring process is prelim inary tti 
egg depositing. 
The lead borers have been heard of 
in South Bend, Ind., and Rockford, 
HI.; in Omaha, Tacoma, Portland and 
San Diego; In Florida nnd in A ustra­ 
lia. 
Tile fact that numbers of them 
have been found in old lead foil tea 
packages leads one to suspect that the 
family 
is

It w as during Hadrian's first vlnit 
to Athens (about 124 A. D .) that he 
marie plans for rebuilding the m ajestic 
tem ple of Olympian Zeus. 
H e added 
signally to the adornment of A thens 
with many tem ples and other build­ 
ings; lie built an aqueduct to bring 
the w ater of C ephlfsus to the city, 
and at Corinth ho Constructed aque­ 
ducts to bring to that city the w ater 
from Lake Stym plialus. 
Sparta waa 
then tho m ost Important city in the 
Peloponnesus, and the visit of H a­ 
drian there is established by an in­ 
scription. 
Ile w as absent from R om e 
three years at this time, returning 
by way of Sicily, where he made the 
ascent of Mount Etna to w itness a sim- 
riso. 
G regorovius believes he baa evi­ 
dence that proves! Hadrian to have 
been In A thens again in the year 132 
A. !>., and he assumes that the great 
tem ple of Olympian Zeus w as then

and dedicated.

Gold Leaf on Wood. 
The following method is given for 
applying gold leaf on w ood: The aur- 
fnce must first be carefully cleaned 
anil prepared, aud when quite dry 
treated with the appropriate gold size. 
which is laid on with a very soft hog’s* 
hair brush or cam el’s-hair pencil; sev­ 
eral coatings are applied, each being 
dry before 
the

other, and finally smoothed down. To 
this surface the gold leaf, cut into 
.suitable sizes, is taken up by the tip 
of a special brush and laid on, being 
pressed down by a dry cam el’s-halr 
brush, and so on piece after piece un­ 
til the whole surface is covered.
